In the case of the latter, diag- 
nosis is often far from easy when no 
autopsy is held, which ts very frequently 
the case. If this method of dividing all 
deaths from cancer is adopted, the ab- 
Serice of any remarkable increase in 
deaths from external cancer during the 
past twenty years is almost certain.to 
beconie apparent, and this would. sug- 
gest that’a great part of the alleged in- 
crease of deaths from internal cancer is 
merely a result of more. accurate diag-
